There is a curious difference in the titles given to the law-making 
bodies by the different states. Legislature, the most obvious title, 
leads, being used in twenty-two states; general assembly comes next, 
in twenty-one; legislative assembly next, in five; and general court 
Jast, in two. 

There is much diversity in the titles of the upper and lower 
houses, all the upper houses but five being senates, like the national 
upper house; and all but ten of the lower ones being houses of rep- 
resentatiyes as in congress. The five exceptions to the rule among 
the upper houses are called councils, and they are all territorial: 
among the lower houses there are five assemblies, four houses of 
delegates and one general assembly. A 

The United States Congress meets every year, but most of the 
States have legislative sessions every other year. The State Legis- 
latures of Georgia, Massachusetts, New Jersey, New York, Rhode 
Tsland and South Carolina meet every year; and the balance of the 
States meet biennially, 

For the sake of uniformity members of the upper house are given 
the title of State Senators, and members of the lower house are 
given the title of State Representatives. 

Of many men more might have been written. But where not 
enough has been said, the fault’ must be attributed to the indif- 
ference of the person mestly interested. ‘The editors are only too 
pleased to receive full data to the end that cach biography may be 
made perfect. 

As The American Statesman and Public Official Year-Book con- 
fidently enters upon its second appearance for the year of One Thou- 

. sand Nine Hundred and Seven as an annual, we extend our thanks 
to all those who have so courteously encouraged the enterprise, for 
without such co-operation the work -could scarcely have assured its 
present magnitude.
